Must  Be  Strong 

“In  order  to  meet  and  defeat 
this  threat,  we  must  be  strong 
militarily,  firm  diplomatically 
and  wage  peace  unceasingly,”  he 
told  his  audience. 

He  explained  military  strength 
not  only  in  terms  of  war  ma- 
chinery but  in  the  strength  of 
the  countries  which  the  United 
States  can  count  as  allies. 

“Aggression  by  force  shall  not 
be  rewarded,”  he  said.  “Differ- 
ences by  force  shall  not  be  re- 
warded,” he  said.  “Differences 
are  solved  at  the  conference 
table.” 

He  also  maintained  that  the 
present  fight  over  Quemoy  and 
Matsu  is  a fight  for  our  whole 
stand  in  the  Far  East,  not  just 
two  small  islands. 

Wage  Peace 

“We  must  wage  peace  unceas- 
ingly around  the  world,”  he  re- 
minded his  listeners.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  Communists  control 
one  billion  people  and  another 
billion  oppose  them.  But  there 
are  still  a billion  people  who  are 
not  committed  to  either  side  and 


this  is  where  the  balance  of  pow- 
er rests. 

To  strengthen  our  position 
with  the  countries  not  commit- 
ted, he  proposed  that  we  con- 
tinue aid  to  them.  But  he  sug- 
gested that  this  kind  of  aid  help 
them  to  gain  what  they  want 
rather  than  build  up  an  idea  of 
America. 

“National  independence,  eco- 
nomic progress  and  recognition 
of  equal  dignity  are  the  things 
I these  countries  want,”  he  said. 

| “We  must  align  ourselves'  to 
their  program.” 

Students  Instructed 

He  then  told  the  students  in 
the  audience  what  they  could  do. 
Because  of  the  opportunity  stu- 
dents have  to  educate  them- 
selves, they  have  a tremendous 
responsibility.  He  urged  them  to 
get  into  politics  from  the  ground 
up  and  provide  the  government 
with  new  blood. 

He  also  told  them  to  carry 
away  from  their  college  life  a 
sense  of  their  responsibility 
other  than  to  just  make  a good 
living. 

He  concluded  with  a plea  that 
Americans  work  to  the  coun- 
try at  home  that  we  want  peo- 
ple to  know  about  abroad.  “If 
we  lose  at  home,”  he  said,  “we 
lose  abroad.”

A bill  prescribing  two  annual 
student  elections  a year  will  be 
introduced  in  Monday’s  senate 
session,  according  to  Senate 
Steering  Committee  sources.

Possibility  of  great  benefits  to 
secondary  and  higher  schools 
from  the  new  National  Defense 
Act  of  1958  was  predicted  Fri- 
day by  Rep.  Henry  Aldous  Dix- 
on (R.,  Utah). 

He  was  speaker  at  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  annual 
Audio-Visual  Education  Confer- 
ence attended  by  educators  of 
several  western  states.  In  charge 
were  Evan  J.  Memmott,  chair- 
man of  the  Audio-Visual  Center, 
and  Andrew  J.  Jones,  assistant 
chairman. 

Rep.  Dixon  said  the  law  pro- 
vides for  1,000  fellowships 
which  will  benefit  students  in 
science,  liberal  arts  and  foreign 
languages  with  high  grades  who 
are  in  need  of  funds  in  order  to 
finish  their  schooling. 

“Students  may  borrow  up  to 
$1,000  a year  for  five  years  and 
begin  repaying  the  loan  one  year 
after  graduation,’  he  explained.
